Reasons for Allowance 

4. As stated in the Office Action mailed 4/16/2008, the closest prior art of Rioja or Pickens 
does not teach increase in fracture toughness and strength i.e. a positive relationship/slope of 
fracture toughness vs. strength relationship for the addition of (low) amounts of Li (see response 
to Amendment paragraph 10 of "Final Rejection" mailed 7/9/2007, see Office Action mailed 

1 1/5/2007), and this positive relationship is unexpected.
